and  INGLESIDE  BEAUTY,  which  originated  in  one  of 
our  own  gardens.  Of  these  we  have  sufficient  stock  to 
enable  us  to  offer  them  at  exceedingly  low  rates.  Among 
the  perennials  and  rockplants,  GEUM  BORISSI  is  very 
lovely.  Hemerocallis,  QUEEN  BESS,  a  volunteer  in  a 
bed  of  Queen  of  May,  we  are  introducing  this  year. 
LYTHRUM  LINEARE,  besides  its  other  good  qualities, 
colors  most  beautifully  in  the  fall.  VERONICA  TEXANA 
presented  some  years  ago  to  the  garden  by  Mother  Na¬ 
ture,  is  one  of  the  most  attractive  and  satisfactory  rock- 
plants  that  we  know.
